News of the death of Bishop Stephen 


kl. M errill came as a shock to tho 
city. where he had labored for the last 
twenty-eight years, says a Chicago dis­ 
patch. 
Although he was 80 years old, 
and had retired from active duty, his 
health, according to his friends, was 
as robust as usual when he left Chi­ 
cago with Bishop McDowell to attend 
a general missionary 
conference 
in 
New York. 
Ile presided at tho sessions of Nov. 
ll. and showed no indications of weak­ 
ness beyond the remark that he found 
it “ mime difficult than usual to keep 
track of parliamentary business." Nov.

being pastor first at Royalton and then 
at Circleville was appointed presiding 
elder of the Marietta district two suc­ 
cessive terms. 
In 18(58 Elder M errill was a delegate 
to the general conference which met 
in the First Methodist church in Chi­ 
cago, and it was there that he first 
achieved distinction. 
That was the 
general conference which first voted 
tor the admission of lay delegates and 
a famous debate over the measure 
raged for several days. 
When tho 
speeches had been limited to ten min­ 
utes Elder M errill made a speech in 
favor of the change of such power that 
the body removed the lim it and begged 
him to speak as long as ho pleased. 
I ho result was that not only was lay 
representation adopted, but Elder Mer­ 
rill was elected editor of the Western 
Christian Advocate. 
W hen the next general conference 
met in Brooklyn, in 18V2, ii elected 
eight new’ bishops, and Elder M errill 
was one of them 
The other seven 
v’tre Bishops Bow man. Harris. Foster. 
W iley, Andrews, Haven and Peck. Of 
these Bishops Harris, W iley, 
Haven, 
Peck and M errill are dead and Bish­ 
ops Bowman and Foster are superan­ 
nuated, leaving only Bishop Andrews 
in active service. Seniority among the 
Methodist bishops is determined first 
by the date of elect! m ana then by 
the number of votes received, and Bish­ 
op Merrill was for many years the 
senior b i s h o p of the church, a distinc­ 
tion which now belongs to Bishop An­ 
drews. 


I he Methodist bishops have no geo­ 
graphical jurisdiction, each of them 
. 
being a bishop of the whole 
church, 
he preached 
at the Fleet 
street 
j but each of them Is assigned a place 
in Brooklyn 
at the request 
of of residence by the board of bishops, 
and 
the 
residence 
assigned 
Bishop 
M errill w as St. Baul, Minn. 
In I STT. 
however, his residence was changed to 
Chicago, and remained there until his 
death. 
Bishop M errill had been for many 
years the most venerated bishop of 
the Methodist church. 
He was greatly 
admired as a preacher, though 
his 
sermons were rather deep and strong 
than clog*H»nt. 
But his chief reputa­ 
tion wa» .... ?ed on his comprehension 
and exposition of Methodist doctrine 
and Methodist law. 
In these fields he 
was regarded as without a p ier and 
was so nu times called tin* John Mar­ 
shall of the church. 
He was regarded 
as a man of sincere piety, a tender 
heart ami an affectionate disposition, 
and was fairly idolized by tho local 
Methodists. 
May 24, 1897. the twenty-fifth anni­ 
versary of B i s h o p M errill’s consecra­ 
tion was celebrated In an elaborate 
manner by the Methodist preachers’ 
meeting and 
the 
Methodist 
Social 
I nion of 
Chicago. 
The 
exorcises 
lasted all day. closing with a banquet 
in the evening, and the proceedings 
were published in book form. 
Bishop M errill was married in IM S 
to Miss Anna Bollmfre of Greenfield, 
Ohio. who survives him. together with 
their only children, two sons. both re­ 
siding in Chicago. 
In the prosecution of his episcopal 
work he was a great traveler. 
He 
not only traversed this country fre­ 
quently. but in lss7 visited Mexico, in 
isve made the tour of Europe. India. 
Fab stine and Egypt, and in 1883 made 
the tour of Japan and China.

MONEY SPENT ON W H IT E HOU8E. 


Large Appropriation* 
Made for It* 
Maintenance. 
The white house up to date has 
cost about $3,000,000, of which nearly 
one-third has been paid for furniture 
and Interior decoration. 
Originally 
the state of Virginia gave $130,000 to 
build it, Maryland adding $72,000. 
To maintain the white house costs 
from $25,000 to $50,000 a year, the ap­ 
propriation for this purpose varying 
considerably. 
But every now and 
then there is something extra to bo 
paid for and congress is called upon 
to give the extra $30,000 or $50,000. 
The biggest pull of this kind ever 
made was for $550,000, 
which was 
spent a couple of years ago in a par­ 
tial reconstruction of the interior and 
in the addition of wing-like terraces 
and an office building. 
Every now and then a new set of 
china has to be provided, and usually 
that costs about $25,000— rather a big 
sum from the everyday housewife’s 
point of view. 
Repairs run up to 
large amount annually, 
whito paint 
being an important Item.

Homer refers to lighthouses, 
and the Colossus of Rhodes, erected

lifted hand a signal light. 
But the fa­ 
mous Pharos of 
Alexandria, 
built 
about 285 B. C., is the first light of 
undoubted record. 
The lighthouse at 
Corunna, Spain, is the oldest existing 
un.* in the world. 
It was built in the 
reign of Trajan. 
The lighthouse system of this coun­ 
t y began with its commerce. 
The 
Irst 'ii lit house on this continent w’as 
built at the entrance to Boston har­ 
bor. on Little Brew ster island, in 1715. 
Of the 
6,000 
lighthouses 
in 
the 
world, 1,423 lighthouses and 46 light­ 
ships are in the United States. These 
ire in c harge of 1.525 lighthouse keep­ 
ers, assisted by 2,879 
laborers 
and 
crews. 
Tile shape, size, height and material 
employed in tin* construction of light­ 
houses depend largely upon the loca­ 
tion, character of the 
soil 
and 
the 
amount of money 
appropriated 
for 
their erection. 
Prior to 1840 there 
were only two forms of lighthouses— 
conical towers of rubble 
stone 
ma­ 
sonry 
and 
wooden 
frame 
towers, 
erected upon the* roofs of the keepers’ 
dwellings. 
The lighthouses of to-day 
arc* stately, 
sentinel-like 
structures 
and varied in form— models of archi­ 
tectural beauty, affording ideal health­ 
ful abodes “ far from 
the 
madding 
ul 


crowd” to those in charre of them 
‘ I ‘ nimble Lighthouse, Hampton Roads, 
to those in charge of them. 


Varied Systems Used. 


The systems and modes of construc­ 
tion used in building the lighthouses 
on our coasts and lakes are the* iron 
pile system, of which 
old 
Minot’s 
Lodge lighthouse was 
an 
example, 
and the Mitchell screw-pile system, 
used principally in southern waters, 
built on coral reefs, of which Thim ­ 
ble Shoal lighthouse is a fair speci­ 
men. 
The use of iron plates for build­ 
ing lighthouses on 
dry 
foundations 
met with little favor in this country 
at first; but In later years, when the 
excellence of iron as a material for 
building purposes became known, it 
came into larger use. 
Iron skeleton 
towers are used on land where the 
soil affords an inadequate support for

“A wagon road from Edmonton 
to 
Dawson City* 1.400 miles long:, is be­ 
ing built by the royal 
Northwest 
m ounted police,” said D. Wark,

tage La Prairie, Manitoba. ’ One party 
of about fifty constables under Super­ 
intendent Constantine left 
Edmonton 
in March and already have 
reached 
Fort St. John, on 
the 
Peace 
river. 
Here the barracks and storehouses to 
serve as winter quarters have been 
built. 
The police will cut a tr.iil from 
Fort Sn John to Tesltn, 
putting 
up 
roadhouses every 
twenty-five 
miles, I 
and keeping communication open be- j 
tween the two places by m eans 
or 
pack trains. 
At Teelin they will con­ 
nect with the northern 
detachment, 
which is working from Dawson City 
under the comamr.d of Inspectors .Mc­ 
Donald and Frazier. Three years' sup­ 
plies have been contracted tor. 
The 
expedition will help to open up the 
Peace river and the McKenzie gold 
mining 
fi st riels."—Milwaukee

All these things should follow as a 
m atter of course, and no doubt would 
do so could the farmer be convinced 
as to their utility and be satisfied that 
their Installation would not cripple his 
financial resources.

THE MAKING OF SWORDS. 


Bara Business Which Suffers with 
the Bise of Modern Civ­ 
ilisation. 


“I turn out,” said a swordm&ker. 
‘over 40,000 swords a year.

turn out 70,000. 
But the sword crop 
falls as civilisation rises. 
"My steel 
conics 
from 
western 
Pennsylvania in 14-foot lengths, each 
length an inch and a half wide. 
Raeh 
sword takes nine days to make, aud 
goes through To different processes. 
Our testing room is our m ost im­ 
portant one. 
There the finished blade 
is proved—-first as to surface; second,
